Harris  Announces 
Faculty 

Retirement  Plan 

Definite  formulation  of  a retire- 
ment plan  for  Brigham  Young  uni- 
versity by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
was  announced  by  President  Frank- 
lin S.  Harris  this  week. 

In  line  with  practices  of  univer- 
sities the  nation  over,  faculty  mem- 
bers will  be  automatically  retired 
upon  reaching  the  age  of  65  unless 
reasons  exist  for  extensions  and 
unless  much  extensions  are  grant- 
ed by  the  university.  Retirement  is 
mandatory  at  70  years. 

BYU  began  participation  in  the 
Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Ad- 
voncement  of  Teaching  retirement 
plan  eighteen  years  ago.  Teachers 
who  participate  set  aside  a certain 
percentage  of  their  salary  each 
month,  and  the  university  contrib- 
utes a like  sum,  the  total  going  to 
build  up  an  annuity  for  the  retire- 
ment years.

Debaters  Return 
From  Long  Tour 

Four  debaters  of  Brigham  Young 
university  and  Professor  A.  Smith 
Pond  of  the  debate  council  had  re- 
turned to  the  campus  Monday  after 
a 2,000-mile  tour  of  Utah  and  Ari- 
zona schools. 

The  group  presented  “problem- 
solving”  debate  demonstrations  at 
9 high  schools,  and  formal  debates 
at  university  of  Arizona  in  Tuscon, 
at  Phoenix  Junior  College  in  Phoe- 
nix/ Dixie  College  in  St.  George, 
and  at  Branch  Agricultural  college 
in  Cedar  City.

Class  Selects 
Leading  Stories 

In  comparison  with  the  annual 
International  News  Service  selec- 
tion, 18  BYU  journalism  students 
selected  eight  out  of  ten  of  the  top 
news  stories  of  1940. 

Their  selection  was  made  in  class 
on  October  20,  with  the  aim  of 
comparing  their  choices  with  that 
of  the  INS  to  gage  the  accuracy 
of  their  judgment  of  news  values. 

Top  stories  which  the  BYU  stu- 
dents chose  were;  (1)  The  battle  of 
Britain,  (2)  The  1940  Presidential 
Campaign,  (3)  Peace-time  Draft, 
(4)  Aid  to  Britain  and  Hemisphere 
Defense,  (5)  Invasion  of  Denmark 
and  Norway,  (6)  Nazi  invasion  of 
Holland,  Belgium  and  France,  (7) 
Japan  Joins  the  Rome-Berlin  Axies« 
(8)  Russo-Finnish  Peace. 

Items  missed  by  the  students 
were  the  Greek  rout  of  the  Italians 
and  the  German  entry  into  Ruman- 
ia, one  of  which  took  place  after 
the  time  of  their  selections.  They 
substituted  saboteur  hunting  in  de- 
fense industry  explosions  and  the 
surprise  result  of  the  1940  World  ‘ 
Series  in  baseball.

Colton  Expresses 

Fear  of 

War  Outcome 

Dr.  Ethan  Colton,  authority  on 
international  relatiqns,  spoke  Mon- 
day evening  in  the  Provo  Taber- 
nacle, on  the  European  unrest. 

Dr.  Colton  declared  he  found  the 
most  difficult  atmosphere  he  ever 
tried  to  speak  under  in  the  United 
States  at  present  because  the  im- 
pouring  of  propaganda  from  Ger-  . 
many  and  England  make  for  con- 
fusion in  our  opinions.. 

Commenting  on  the  outcome  of 
the  war,  Dr.  Colton  said  that  be- 
cause of  the  countries  allied  with 
Germany,  it  looks  as  if  they  have 
the  ponderables.  “She  has  prepared 
her  people  for  the  war.  So  efficient 
is  German  industry  that  she  is  far 
better  prepared  in  1939  than  in 
1913.” 

Further,  Dr.  Colton  said  that 
Germany  has  seized  more  material 
and  resources  from  the  French  and 
Polish  war  that  she  consumed  dur- 
ing the  war.  “So,  if  anyone  is  look- 
ing for  the  collapse  of  Germany 
through  lack  of  resources,  he 
should  forget  it.” 

He  outlined  German  objectives 
as  dislodging  Britain’s  supremacy 
on  the  sea,  the  invasion  of  the  Brit- 
ish Isles  itself,  and  shifting  the  bal- 
ance of  power  in  Europe.

A Matter  of  Honor 


The  student  interviews  on  the  Honor  Tradition  last  week 
indicated  that  many  students  are  either  not  aware  of  the  tra- 
dition or  are  not  satisfied  with  its  extent  among  the  students, 
While  the  dissatisfaction  is  natural  in  any  prograqj  still  so 
young,  the  unawareness  is  regrettable  when  widespread  under- 
standing and  confidence  are  so  essential  to  the  success  of  the 
tradition. 

Of  course  there  is  an  honor  tradition  at  BYU  . There  has 
always  been,  there  is  now,  and  there  always  will  be  a majority 
of  students  who  disapprove  of  cheating  or  of  any  other  dis- 
honorable conduct.  Certainly  no  cheater  is  anxious  to  let  the 
majority  of  the  students  know  he  is  cheating,  because  he 
knows  the  majority  disapprove.  But  a mere  majority  is  not 
enough.  For  complete  success,  the  cooperation  of  every  stu- 
dent and  every  faculty  member  is  needed. 

One  large  deterrent  to  the  tradition  is  the  neglect  of  many 
students  to  tell  cheaters  just  how  strongly  they  detest  dis- 
honest conduct,  for  fear  of  hurting  feelings  or  losing  a friend. 
Behaving  like  the  man  who  was  so  “honorable”  that  he  paid  his 
gambling  debts  while  his  family  starved,  they  adopt  a lower 
standard  for  a higher  one,  and  defeat  their  purpose  to  live  in 
the  best  possible  way.  Don’t  be  affaid  to  let  the  cheaters  know 
about  the  overwhelming  majority  of  students  who  are  against 
them. 

Another  drawback  on  the  tradition  is  the  pessimistic  at- 
titude of  many  students  who  notice  some  cheating  still  going 
on.  Instead  of  trying  to  stop  the  cheating,  they  merely  shrug 
their  shoulders,  say,  “Hm,  there’s  the  honor  tradition,  alright,” 
and  sometimes  even  start  cheating  themselves. 

Such  attitudes  are  wrong.  The  simple  fact  is,  that  there  is 
still  some  cheating  and  copying  by  BYU  students,  but  the 
cheaters  and  the  copiers  are  wrong,  foolish  and  in  the  minority. 
The  tradition  will  grow  only  if  every  one  constantly  reminds 
those  who  are  being  wrong  and  foolish  that  such  things  do  not 
belong  at  BYU.  — ' W.  B.
